Rear Admiral Charles C, Kirkpatrick, head of CHINFO 
(Chief of Information of the United States Navy) has 
informed the commandants of every Navy district to offer 
cooperation wherever possible for the engagement of 
“The Gallant Hours.” 


Navy Recruiting in the Pentagon has notified every 
Recruiting Officer in the country, both in major cities and 
in sub-recruiting offices to cooperate with local exhibi- 
tors. This cooperation involves the participation of Navy 
personnel and equipment. 


Although there is cooperation between both units, The 
Office of Public information and Navy Recruiting, it is 
suggested that you coniact both branches of the Navy 
Department to coordinate their participation in this 
campaign.

The gallant hours in the life of William F. Halsey, Jr. (Jarnes Cagney) began on October 18, 1942 
and extended for only a few bloody weeks. 


When Halsey and his staff (Dennis Weaver, Les Tremayne, Walter Sande, Karl Swenson) land in 
Noumen on a routine inspection tour, the admiral is handed a message from Nimitz by Cmdr. Pulaski

Yamamoto and the Japanese fleet continues toward Guadalcanal. Momentous news arrives. The 
Japanese code has been broken and Yamamoto's flight to Bougaiville is revealed. Halsey rushes to 
Guadalcanal and orders army P-38's to take off after Yamamoto. 


The conflict comes to a smashing close. Planes rout the invading fleet. Escort ships abandon the 
transports and the troops are slaughtered by strafing planes. And word arrives that Yamamoto's plane 
has been shot down by Lt. Tom Lanphier (William Schallert). The tide of battle has turned.

Idea for The Gallant Hours’ 
Started at Halsey Party 


(Production Feature ) 


About two years ago Robert 
Montgomery, an old Navy hand 
himself, stood on the deck of a 
ship in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
and watched an old sea dog named 
Admiral William F. Halsey come 
up the gangplank. The occasion 
was the celebration of Halsey’s 
75th birthday, and he was coming 
aboard for the cutting of his cake. 

Whatever thoughts Montgomery 
might have had at the sight of the 
gallant old fighter to whom every- 
one on the crowded deck had come 
to do homage, he kept to himself. 
But when the celebration was over, 
he made his way to the nearest 
telephone and put in a call to 
James Cagney in Hollywood. 

“Jimmy,” he said, “you’re going 
to nlay Bull Halsey.” 

“Great,” said Cagney. 

And with no more travail than 
that, a new movie was conceived. 
Titled “The Gallant Hours,” it 
OQPENS-ONs.c. sdene at. the: Sesser 
Theatre through United Artists re- 
lease. 

“The Gallant Hours” deals with 
that fantastic period of less than 
five weeks, from mid-October to 
mid-November of 1942, in which 
a handful of army, navy and marine 
personnel under the dynamic com- 
mand of Admiral Halsey stopped 
the numerically superior Japanese 
dead in their tracks. It is a realis- 
tic, no-punches-pulled account of 


modern warfare, from the viewpoint 
of one of the saltiest and most 
colorful personalities in the Allied 
high command. 


Cagney, of course, is Admiral 
Halsey, and the strong supporting 
cast is headed by Dennis Weaver, 
Richard Carlyle, Carl Benton Reid, 
Les Tremayne, Walter Sande and 
Richard Jaeckel. A Cagney-Mont- 
gomery Production, “The Gallant 
Hours” was produced and directed 
by Robert Montgomery, making his 
bow in that double capacity. 


If the birth of “The Gallant 
Hours” was swift and painless, its 
growth from idea to completion 
was not. A year and a half was 
spent in an excruciatingly thorough 
documentation of material. Books 
were read, newspapers endlessly 
scanned, volumes of official docu- 
ments examined. A. skilled inter- 
viewer with a tape recorder was 
dispatched to all parts of the coun- 
try to speak to hundreds of people 
who had served under Halsey. The 
result was more than twenty hours 
of taped interviews, a garland of 
views of Halsey the man and the 
sailor, culled from every conceiy- 
able angle. 


Out of the written material and 
the spoken, the rounded portrait 
of one of the authentic heroes of 
World War II was put together and 
fashioned into a screenplay. 


Bob Montgomery Returns 


‘To Movies and Hollywood

Ten years ago, Robert Mont- 
gomery quit Hollyood for television. 
Some of his friends shook their 
heads in dismay, others spoke feel- 
ingly of his “courage” in throw- 
ing up a twenty-year career. 

For seven years he conducted 
the “Robert Montgomery Presents” 
show, one of the best dramatic pro- 
grams on television. And now he 
has gone back to Hollywood. His 
reasons are interesting. 

Montgomery’s first picture after 
his decade-long sabbatical, “The 
Gallant Hours,” finds him in the 
dual role of producer and director. 
The star is his partner in the in- 
dependent producing firm of Cag- 
ney - Montgomery Productions — 
James Cagney, who plays the role 
of Admiral William F. Halsey, one 
of the authentically great heroes 
of World War II. 

“The Gallant Hours,” which

And so I’m back in Hollywood, 
where, within limits dictated only 
by good taste, I can make the kind 
of picture that appeals to the adult 
mind—and no holds barred.” 


Early Plunge 


It may or may not prove any- 
thing, but you might like to know 
that Robert Montgomery, who 
makes his bow in the dual capacity 
of producer and director with “The 
Gallant Hours,” is a six a.m. swim- 
mer. Rain or shine, every morn- 
ing during the production of “The 
Gallant Hours,” which opens on 
sera aerate at the 
Theatre through United Artists re- 
lease, he took a plunge into the 
pool of his hotel before driving to 
the set. James Cagney is starred in 
“The Gallant Hours” as Admiral 
“Bull” Halsey, the great World 
War II naval hero whose exploits 
are depicted in the film.

Prominent among the real-life 
people portrayed in “The Gallant 
Hours” are Major General A. A. 
Vandergrift, commander of the ma- 
rines on embattled Guadalcanal, 
and played by Raymond Bailey. 
Richard Carlyle also has a major 
role as Rev. Frederick P. Gehring, 
Navy Chaplain who became famous 
as the Padre of Guadalcanal and 
later received the Legion of Merit. 

William Halsey III, son of the 
Admiral, was an ensign in the 
South Pacific at the time of the 
film’s story; he is played by John 
Brennon. Thomas Lanphier, now 
a vice-president of Convair, was 
the army lieutenant who shot down 
the planes carrying Admiral Yama- 
moto, Halsey’s chief adversary in 
the Pacific. Joe Foss, the first man 
to break Eddie Rickenbacker’s 
World War I record of twenty-five 
enemy kills, and currently the Goy- 
ernor of South Dakota, portrayed 
by Harry Landers. 

Among the top brass who “ap- 
pear” in “The Gallant Hours” are 
Admiral Ghormley (Carl Benton 
Reid), Major General Roy S. Geig- 
er, Marine aviation commander of 
the celebrated “Cactus Air Force” 
(Robert Burton), Major General 
Millard Harmon, commander of 
the Army Air Force on Guadalcanal 
(John Zaremba), and Colonel 
Evans Carlson of Raider fame, Rear 
Rear Admiral Kelly Turner, and
